"DEWiii or dogs." 
We copy the following on the wasteful- 
ness of the canine indulgence 

The assertion of a farmer that his dog 
keeping costs him nothing, will not bear 
examination. Farmers who buy little, yet 
live well, do not know what their living 
really costs. Their surplus products find 
a feedy market; everything they eat rep- 
resents the price for which it might be 
sold; not the city prise, but the home value. 
There is no need of waste in a family suffi- 
cient to keep a pack of dogs, or even a 
•ingle dog; they will not eat vegetables, 
except, perhaps, potatoes saturated with 
starvation; and meat is 
iommodity. Besides, this 
waste, of whatever kind, is all available 
and valuable for pigs. Of so much cheap- 
er material is the feed of a pig than 
that of a dog. that comparison is scarcely 
fair: yet S. hd wards Todd, a wel, -known 
agricultural writer in New York, has esti- 
mated the cost to the farmer of keeping a 
dog one year as equivalent to the cost of 
giving the weight of one hundred pounds 
to a pig. At present prices of pork, such 
a pig would be worth ten dollars at least. 

Then, in view of the price paid for board- 
ing dogs, the cost of keeping large num. 
bers of them in cities, their exclusive con- 
sumption of meat, and even of a compari- 
son with the value of "waste fed to dogs, 
let the estimate of twenty-five cents per 
week be reduced nearly twenty-five per 
cent., and let dog rations be commuted at 
leas than a cent per meal, and call the gen- 
eral average throughout the land ten dol- 
lars per year, then the keeping of three 
millions of dogs of the loyal States would 
be £30,000,000. 

The lose of sheep by dogs may be closely 
approximated. For a series of years, in 
Ohio, the average of ascertained damages 
was $111,548 per year when sheep were 
very low in price. In 1N)» the asoertained 
loss was $14«,tj/»8. The Secretary of the 
New York State Agricultural Society esti- 
mates the loss in New York in 1802 at 50,- 
000 sheep, worth $1 75,000. This is a larger 
loss than that of Ohio with a less number 
of sheep. Higher proportional estimates 
than that of Ohio have also been made for 
BBantom, Mm a*a Maastaam Bamta**, «h«. 

Western States are still more exposed to 
the ravages of dogs. Then it is a moder- 
ate assumption to take Ohio as a basis for 
the country. As Ohio had 4,448,22t» sheep 
in lH*i2, the loyal States 23,000,000 in 
round numoers, the average loss would be 
Ma\MI in killed; and a similar calculation 
upon the basis of tt,48t injured in Ohio, 
would show a total of 143,21'J maimed. Ai 
the present prices of sheep, an average for 
the entire country cannot reasonably be 
placed at less than $•">, which would make 
the total loss in killed $1,145,510. The 
damage to the remainder has generally 
averaged in Ohio about three-fifths of the 
value of the animal. This would make the 
total loss of sheep injured $429,667; total 
loss of killed and injured, $1,575,107. No 
addition is made for the increase of sheep 
since 1802 (at least 30,000,UOu, instead of 
25,000,000); let the growing watchfulness 
of their interests and the increasing re- 
straint upon dogs be allowed to counter- 
balance such increase.

It is not considered unreasonable to make 
nearly as large an estimate for cost of liti- 
gation occasioned, for cattle bitten, hogs 
worried , fowls killed, eggs eaten, gardens 
injured, and other losses, as for damages 
doue to sheep, and it may be a much larger 
item. The entire cost of dogs to the loyal 
States may safely be put down at $33,000,- 
000. 

Riles roa Kbepivg Animals Healthy. 
To keep animals healthy is more important 
than to cure sick ones, and for this purpose 
a few leading rules should be always ob- 
served, and which cannot be out of place 
here: 

1. Always feed regularly, as to time 
and quantity. Many animals are made 
sick by starving at one time and stuffing 
at another. Especially never overfeed. 

2. The same rule must be observed with 
watering, and let the water be pure. 

t. Never overwork an animal. Regular 
and moderate exercise will enable animals 
to do more the year through, by all odds, 
than any hurried driving at one time, and 
resting and overfeeding at another, and be 
infinitely lees liable to disease. 

4. Allow a regular supply of salt; it is 
useful, but an observance of the preceding 
rules without salt will be incomparably 
better than their infraction with it 

6. Never feed musty or bad food. If 
musty or bad fodder must be used, pass 
through a rapid cutter, aud moisten, salt, 
and meal it. 

6. Avoid unwholesome or poisonous 
plants in hay. 

7. Guard all animals against cold rain 
and snow falling on them, and against ly- 
ing on cold, wet ground. 

8. All changes sf food must be gradual. 
If from hay to grass, let the grating be 
but an hour the first day, two hours the 
next, three the next, Ave. The same caution 
must be carefully observed in beginning to 
feed with roots, grain, to. 

». Be careful that animals always have 
enough exercise and plenty of pure, fresh 
air. Stables must be well ventilated— ani- 
mals often become siek from breathing foul 
air. 

10. Lastly, and by means least, let strict 
cleanliness be observed. All animals, even 
pigs, kept clean and curried, are found to 
maintain their flesh better, or fatten faster, 
than when dirty and neglected— and clean- 
liness is more important to health than for

Wheat — The Brockport Republic says 
that about one-third greater breadth of 
winter wheat has been sown the present 
autumn than was sown a year ago. "It 
came up very finely, and never looked bet- 
ter at this season of the year." 

Wood.— Very few persons are aware of 
the wide difference between the amount of 
heat yielded by the different qualities of 
wood, and as wood is sold by measurement, 
while its value for giving out warmth is 
determined by its weight, eaeh kind being 
equally seasoned and dry, it is well to be 
posted as to these points. 

One cord of dry hickory wood will keep 
up a certain amount of heat for one hun- 
dred days, while a cord of pitch pine will 
last only thirty-five days, and a cord of 
white oak ninety-one days; a tun of Lehigh 
coal will last ninety-one days. '•Charcoal 
Is charcoal, all kinds are alike as to color 
but a tun of pine charcoal lasts seventy- 
five days, maple a hundred and fourteen 
days, oak one hundred and sixty-eix. In 
the light of these statements families may 
save a good many dollars every year.

—Mr. J. Mills, of Buford, Oxfordshire, 
lately killed a Cotswold ram, aged five 
years, at the extraordinary weight of 308 
pounds, or H pounds per quarter. This 
sheep was bred by Mr. James Walker, of 
Northleach, Gloucestershire. 

Cheap Vireqab.— This article is one of 
the most necessary, and yet we rarely find 
it of good or even passable quality. By 
following the rules laid down in the follow- 
ing recipe, which 1 have pursued for many 
years, any one may make the article on his 
own premises i " To eight gallons of clear 
rain water, add three quarts of molasses, 
put into a good cask, shake well a few times, 
then add two or three spoonfuls of good 
yeast cakes. If in summer, place the cask 
in the sun ; in the winter, near the chim- 
ney, where it may be warm. In tea or fif- 
teen days, add to the liquor a sheet of brown 
paper, torn in strips, dipped in molasses, 
and good vinegar will be produced. The 
paper will, in this way, form what is called 
the 'mother or 'life of the vinegar.' " 

To Ci re Hams.— To every ten pounds of 
ham, take one pint of pure aalt, and one 
ounce of saltpeter. Pack in a clean cask, 
sprinkling the salt between the layers of 
meat. Dissolve the saltpeter and pour it 
over the whole, adding sufficient pure wa- 
ter to cover the whole. Soft water is beet. 
Let them lie. under the brine six weeks, the. 
smoke them. 

Native Flax. — The territorial papers 
tell of an ingenuous flax discovered on the 
hills of Carson valley, in great abundance. 
The stalks are upward of three feet in 
length, and of very fine and strong fiber, 
and grow in bunches of from forty to fifty in 
a single root. It is thought a good business 
could be made in gathering it for the man- 
ufacture of bale and windlass repe.

Do Yoca Plowimo in the Fall. — No 
matter what the crop to be grown, as a gen- 
eral rule, it will pay to plow in the fall, for

1. It insures the destruction of many in- 
sects, by turning up their beds to the sur- 
face, and exposing them to the frosts of 
autumn and winter. 

2. It enables the soil, by ths decomposi- 
tion of otherwise valueless minerals, and 
by the absorption of fertilixing gases from 
the air, to re-enforoe itself for the better 
production of the crop to be grown. 

8. It leaves the land in better condition, 
as a general thing, than spring plowicg, 
which, after being done when the soil is 
wet, renders a heavy and lumpy condition 
almost inevitable. 

4. It saves time, enabling the farmer to 
do his spring work when and as it should 
be done, and thus insuring better returns 
for his labor. 

This last reason has been illustrated by 
the failure of many wheat and oora crops 
the past season. By the lateness of the 
plowing the planting was delayed until so 
late that the drouth prevented germination. 
One or two weeks earlier planting might 
have insured a fair crop, and prevented 
that irregular, spotted appearance which 
now marks so many fields. 

Lands, sandy and dry, do not necessarily 
require fall plowing. Indeed, where the 
soil is very light, and liable to blow off in 
drifts in the winter, it would be better to 
plow in the spring. Such lands constitute 
the only exception, however.— [Wisconsin 
Farmer. 

The ArPLi Ceop— The Pittsburg pa- 
pers say that the apple crop in that section 
is enormous, the trees in many cases being 
borne down with fruit. Notwithstanding 
this abundance of the fruit, it is said to 
command a high price in the markets. The 
Pittsburg Gazette says: 

We look, however as soon as the crop hae 
been gathered in, for a great reduction, and 
believe that they will sell for seventy-five 
cents a barrel before Christmas. While the 
crop around here is so very heavy, it is a 
partial failure out West, and a very heavy 
business is now being done in shipping ap- 
ples to Milwaukee, Chicago and otter west- 
ern towns. Cleveland appears to have 
been the chief point from which they are 
sent

shipped from there to Green Bay, Chicago 
and Milwaukee on Saturday. The freight 
seats a barrel, and, as they sell 
the points named at high prices, 
Me uusineas pays. 

Hat aei> Homet. — It is a common say- 
ing that a year in whioh bay is abundant 
proves a good one for honey. The present 
one cannot be called a good year for either 
hay or grass, but few will deny its good- 
ness for producing honey. The warm 
weather about the miudle of May caused 
many bees to swarm at that early day, and 
we have heard of several of those swarms 
producing 40 pounds of honey. Those 
which swarmed at a later period also did 
well, gaining as much as two pounds a day 
during the fiue days of July. This season 
has been the best one for honey since the 
year 185'J. 

The Rice Ceop ia Lapolrchr. — The La- 
fourche Memorial, published at Thibodaux, 
in its issue of the l'.»th ulL says: 

The yield of the rice crop will be more 
abuadaut than at first anticipated. Ths 
spell of cold weather which succeeded the 
rains ceased in time' to permit the gather- 
ing of this crop, which, so far as the last 
few days, has had a very good appearance 
The loss in the yield will be sensibly felt 
only by thoa* who had cut the too tall 
beads before the advent of the north wind. 
Fortunately only the minority of the rice 
cultivators had performed that work. 

Elder. — The leaves of the elder, if strew- 
ed among corn or other grain, when it is 
put in the bin, will effectually preserve it 
from the ravages of the weevil. The juice 
will also kill bed-bugs and maggots. Wi- 
sects never toaeh elder hushes The leaves
